REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . 13 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
the claimed limitation merely checks at a predetermined memorv location before responding to a page data request. For 
example, when a host computer request a website or document to a server, the server checks at a predetermined memory 
location for a notification page. If notification is present, sending the notification page instead of the requested page. Araki 
discloses a server that is capable of restricting access to users. However, it does not explicitly disclose checking on a 
predetermined memory location for a notification page. 

Te discloses the method of receiving, at the terminal unit, notification page data (Fig. 1. Notify Reports Program 150) from the page data 
providing apparatus prior to receiving the first pace data when the pace data orovidina apparatus determines that the notification 
page data is stored on a predetermined memorv location (stored in the server of Te) on the page data providing apparatus, the 
notification page data providing predetermined notification information (notifies user of updates) related to the first page data. 

At the time of the invention, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, having the teachings of Araki and Te before him 
or her, to modify the server of Araki to include the notifying method of Te because Te's notification method gives the user the 
ability to choose the most up-to-date documents. 

In other words, Te's system stores the changes of a website in a predetermined memorv location. The system then checks the stored 
changes of the website in the predetermined memorv location then provides a notification page to the user if changes are 
present. For example, when a user requests a page and that page has no changes, the requested page will be provided. On the 
other hand, if the page does have some changes, a notificafton page will be provided, i.e.. a webpaqe with an icon indicating 
changes have been made. These changes are stored in notify table and change table, see col. 6, lines 42 - 54.. 
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
